The ninth annual "Fair ^f-the Nevada 


State Agricultural Association was 
brougnt to a close yesterday, and was 
certainly a success. Of course the at- 
tendance fox the week was not as 
large as has been the case in previous 
years, but that was to be expected, as 
the present depressed condition of onr 
affairs made money very scarce, and 
those who had but a few dollars ap- 
plied them toward the necessaries of 
life rather than expend them for 
-amusement. Virginia City, which usu- 
ally contributed largely to the attend- 
ance, could not freely respond to the 
call this year, for where there were 5,000 
persons employed in the mines last 
year, this year there are less than 500. 
Other portions of the State can be 
classed in the same category with the 
Comstock. 


As a whole, the Fan* was a complete 


success and the directors have just 
cause for congratulations all around. 
Everything seemed to favor them, even 
to the weather, which was as nice as 
any ever experienced during Fair week. 
The first two or three days were slightly 
windy, but the last three were extremely 
pleasant and made up what the others 
lacked. 


The speed program of each day was 


up to the standard of good races, while 
the racers at the track were superior 
to those formerly hi the stalls. There 
were a great many new horses, and 
some complaint was made that these 
were placed in their vrong classes, and 
by so doing the races were very uneven, 
but the management of the Fair is cer- 
tainly not to blame for this. 


The live stock exhibit, especially of 


cattle, was not up to the standard of 
tormer yeard, but thdte are various 
good reasons for this. The farmers 
and stockmen, like the rest of us, feel 
the keenness of the stringent times and 
were not able to pay the cost of keep- 
ing cattle at the Fair grounds for a 
week and hiring men to give the stock 
the attention they required, when it 
was difficult for many of them to raise 
money enough to pay for harvesting 
their crops. Another reason assigned 
for the emallness of the exhibit in that 
class was that the heavy rain storm 
just before the Fan- began delayed al- 
most every farmer in gatharing his sec- 
ond crop, and to say nothing about the 
time they would l^se in handling an 
exhibit for a whola week, were unable 
to spare the time to attend the Fair 
themselves. 


The Pavilion was as attractive as 


ever. The exhibit thera will compare 
favorably with that of former years. 
Those having charge of that depart- 
ment should feel perfectly satisfied 
with their work. The largest exhibits 
on the lower floor, and which have been 
a source of much instruction and bene- 
fit to the attendance, were those of the 
University and Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. They occupied almost 
all of one side and all of the rear of the 
immense Pavilion, and the professors 
and students in charge were particu- 
larly painstaking in their explanations 
of the uses and benefits of the various 
instruments and other things on ex- 
libit. One portion of the exhibit of the 
University, that department devoted to 
bacteriology, under charge of Professor 
Miller, has been of more than usual in- 
;erest and very instructive to the many 
who took advantage of the opportunity 
;o study it. The Professor had an ex- 
hibit on bacteria taken from the blood 
of a cow an hour after it died from an- 
;hrax, the disease which has lately pro- 
railed among cattle in the meadows. 
This is specially mentioned, but there 
were dozens of other things which 
should have been seen to be appreci- 
ated. To go through the entire exhibit 
and give each particular article and 
display the proper notice would require 
more space than can be spared, and 
suffice it to say, the entire exhibit was 
an exceedingly fine one and does credit 
;o that worthy institution, and in this 
;onnection the Experiment Station is 
classed with the University. Professor 
S. H. McDowell, by his exhibit from 
;he Station, should set all doubts at 
rest as to what Nevada soil can pro- 
duce. 


On the upper floor the exhibit that 


attracted the eye was that of John Sun- 
derland. 
Besides occupying almost 


;he entire rear end of the Pavilion, he 
ias a large case'filled-with boots and 
shoes. The display is neatly arranged 
and does credit to our leading mer- 
chant. 


The "attendance at the Pavilion was 


very good, and all expressed them- 
selves as well pleased with then- visit 
there.

One of the events of the afternoon 


was the Darktown Handicap, free for 
all colored gentleman, the winner to 
receive $25 and the one coming hi last 
to be fined $5. The judges announced 
that each darkey would be carefully 
searched before mounting for the race, 
and all razors and the like found on 
their persons would be confiscated for 
the benefit of the association. 


As the darkies were about to be 


called up, Judge Powning announced 
that a protest had been filed against 
Mr. Pepper being allowed to ride in the 
race. The protest was made on the 
grounds that Mr. Pepper was not a col 
ored gentleman, but instead was a Mex- 
ican, having ridden a twenty-five mile 
race under the title of "The champion 
Mexican border rider of the West." 
The judges over-ruled the protest and 
allowed Mr. Pepper to ride. 


Everything was now thought to be 


serene, Lut another protest was handed 
in against Munro Johnson riding, the 
protester claiming that Mr. Johnson 
was a Chjnarnan, and was wearing a 
kinky wig to cover a lengthy queue. 
Mr. Johnson became indignant at the 
charge and said there was not a nigger 
on the ground big enough to take the 
wig off his head. He was quieted by 
being (old he could ride, after submit- 
ting to a careful search. Mr. Johnson 
was taken to the middle of the track 
and searched by a marshal. From 
some hidden recess of his coat the first 
thing brought out was a cheese knife 
about a foot and a half long. Further 
search brought forth a large shin-bone, 
which Johnson said he expected he 
would need as food on the race. He 
was fined $5 for carrying concealed 
weapons. An effort was made to have 
the marshals remove Johnson's shoes, 
iu the hope of finding razors or other 
weapons hid there, but the marshals 
refused to make the examination, fear- 
ing they would find concealed there 
something which would be stronger 
than razors or the like.

first-class musicians, are not sparing 
with their wind and play as often as 
called upon without protest.
